The new val- 
ues are made in accordance with Article XIIJA of the 
State Constitution, passed by voters last year as Proposi- 
tion 13. Properties which have not changed hands since 
March 1, 1975, will be valued for 1979 at their original 1975 
value plus 2% for each intervening year. Recently

enacted legislation now requires all California assessors * 


to return such values to that shown on the 1975-76 tax bill, 
if the property was reappraised in 1975. Overpayments of 
1978-79 taxes resulting from this reduction will be treated 
as credits on the 1979-80 tax bill. Properties with title 
changes or those newly constructed since 1975 are not 
affected by this new legislation, Hutchinson said.

Bail-out funds 
to benefit all 
Albany schools 


ALBANY — With the pas- 
sage of AB8, the Greene 
bill, by the California Legis- 
lature ‘‘bail-out” funds for 
Albany appear to be on 
their way. 

Of particular interest is 
the money coming to the 
Albany Unified School Dis- 
trict. Under AB8 it appears 
there will be a slight in- 
crease in the money re- 
ceived-by the District from 
the State in the past year. 
The increase, thought to be 
about 4.3 percent, will mean 
another increase of approx- 
imately $130,000, it is be- 
lieved by school authorities. 
Actual amounts and the 
spread over the budget will 
come to more than previ- 
ously planned as SB 119 
went through as previously 
noted, increasing the in- 
come of the District by 
$352,000. This sum was 
granted, retroactive to last 
year, for the education of 
non-immigrant pupils in the 
District.

The Albany City Council 

received a letter at the 
Monday Council meetin 
that should be considere: 
very, very carefully. It was 
from the five sergeants of 
the Albany Police Depart- 
ment. 
In the letter, the 
sergeants brought out the 
fact there was no incentive 
for them to take the upcom- 
ing promotional examina- 
tion for police lieutenant as 
the pay differential was not 
enough to compensate for 
the extra duties, extra 
hours at no overtime pay 
and the fact, in their peti- 
tion, that it bars them from 
making extra money on the 
racetrack detail, one of the 
fringe benefits of the Al- 
bany Police Department. 

The five signatures all set 
forth the fact this issue has 
been brought up at the vari- 
ous *‘meet and confer’’ 
table several times, but the 
“city has failed to give 
reasonable consideration to 
the problem.”’ It is the con- 
census of the group ‘that 
the city does not offer suffi- 
cient compensation for the 
demands of the position of 
Lieutenant.” 

The letter concludes that 


the communication ‘should 
in no way be construed as a 
reflection upon Chief Sim- 
mons, his administration of 
the department, nor the de- 
partment itself.’ The five 
signatures also said ‘*in the 
light of the above, we must 
regretfully inform you that 
we will not be able to apply 
for the up-coming promo- 
tional examination for 
Lieutenant.”’ The letter is 
signed by Sgts, Raoul J. 
Harris, John W. Megon- 
nigil, Ronald H. Patton, Ar- 
chie K. Sterling and Arthur 
H. Clemons. 

That brings another thing 
into focus. 

Albany has one of the 
best, if not the best, police 
departments in the Ba 
Area. It cannot be control- 
led by politics as the Chief 
is an elected official and 
does not serve at the whim 
of the City Administrator 
nor the City Council. The 
department is operated in a 
most efficient manner, the 
force is happy and content 
with their fellow officers 
and work well together. 

The efficiency of the de- 
ea ate can, probably, be 

est illustrated by the fact 
the attempted get-away of 
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the bank robber who held 
up the Mechanics Bank re- 
cently proved to be a fast 
recovery of both the bandit 
and his travelling compan- 
ion, the money and the end 
of the line for the two men 
from Los Angeles.

At its July 24th meeting, 
the Planning & Zoning 
Commission acted on two 
projects which illustrate 
the concerns many citizens 
have regarding its deci- 
sions. 


It first acted on Use Per- 
mit 530, a proposal to build 2 
single family homes on 
Gateview Avenue. When 
first proposed on June 26, 
these homes were set back 
11 feet from the pee 
line, reduced by the 6 foot 
overhang of a front deck. 
The deck was designed to 
reduce the heat gain that 
homes with western expo- 
sure experience in the af- 
ternoon. The slope of the 
roof did not match the slope 
of the hill. The use permit 
was denied. 


The developer then sub- 
mitted a new proposal on 
July 24 which set the houses 
back a full 15 feet from the 

rp line on an upslope 
lot. It also incorporated all 
the changes suggested at 
the June 26 meeting. The 
project was approved. 


The P&Z then turned to 
Use Permit 529, a 9 unit 
Planned Unit Development 
by one of the developers of 
Carapace 10. Instead of 
being set back 15 feet from 
the property line, the set- 
back was only 2 inches. The 
only concern raised by the 
P&Z was whether the gar- 
age door when being opened 
would extend onto the 
sidewalk (City property) 
and hit a pedestrian. At no 
time was the question of 
setting the property back 15 
feet from the street ever 
considered. The Design Re- 
view section consisted 
primarily of discussing the 
external finish of the struc-

tures (shingles or plywood) 
and whether the wood 
should be painted or left 
natural, 

The difference in the 
commission’s action on the 
two projects causes citizens 
to ask what purpose is 
served by imposing one set 
of rules on single family 
homes and then waiving 
those same rules for large 
scale developments? When 
both lots are ee lots, 
why should the homeowner 
have to go back 15 feet and 
the large scale developer go 
back only 2 inches? 

Why have any standards 
at all in the ordinance if 
they are only selectivel 
imposed on homeowners? If 
the setback standards in the 
ordinance were uniformly 
applied, the condominium 
developers might put fewer 
units in their developments, 
and the traffic problem on 
the Hill would be less. I 


specifically asked the | 


Commission to examine the 
case if the setbacks and 
height limits in the ordi- 
nance were applied to Use 
Permit 529. I could get no 
response, 

When Use Permits 522 & 
526 were approved by the 
P&Z, units in both A i 
exceeded the 40 foot 
guidelines. Yet when I ap- 
pealed the projects. both 
developers volunteered to 
reduce the height of all of: 
their units to 40 feet or less. 
Why do citizens have to ap- 

al to the Council to make 
he P&Z commission en- 
force the laws on the books? 

Legally, the P&Z has the 
power to grant all these 
variances for a Planned 
Unit Development. How- 
ever, in doing so, it permits 
more units to be built on the 
site than if no variances 
were granted. What pur- 
pose other than permitting 
a largef profit for the de- 
veloper does it serve? As 
Vice Mayor Howell indi- 
vated at the June 26 public 
hearing, the City may well 
lose money from future 
condominium development 
as a result of Proposition 13. 
The more units that are 
built on the Hill, the worse 
the traffic problem be- 
comes and the greater will 
be the future financial drain 
on the City’s resources. 

Ultimate responsibility 
for the decisions of the 
P&Z must rest with the 
Council. All P&Z members 
are Council appointees. I’m 
certain Albany residents 
would appreciate com- 
ments from each of the 
Council members if they 
are supportive of the direc- 
tion the P&Z has taken in 
approving Use Permits 522, 
526 & 529 with their var- 
iances and whether the P&Z 
actions reflect Council pol- 
icy. Would the Council 
members please share their 
thoughts with the public?

The recent public hear- 
ings on Use Permits 522 and 
526 served to bring into 
focus some of the problems 
of sevelaumeent within the 
current Albany Zoning Or- 
dinance. The most disturb- 
ing fact to emerge from 
those hearings is that the 
City runs the risk of litiga- 
tion whether it grants or 
denies a use permit in the 
Hill Development Area. 
Additionally, disturbing is 
the fact that some projects 
have failed to gain approval 
after a five year period. 

This suggests some 
changes are needed in the 
evan ordinance to elimi- 
nate the risk of litigation to 
the City and permit de- 
velopers to complete their 
pois without further de- 


ay. 

Daoud urge the Council 
to offer under Section 404b 
of the Zoning Ordinance the 
following amendment: 

“The development of 
property fronting on two 
streets shall distribute its 
residential auto traffic to 
the two streets in ratio to 
the respective frontage 
on each street.” 

Had this amendment 
been in the ordinance, Pro- 
jects 522 and 526 would not 

ave posed the problems 
they did. Both would have 
bee approved without ap- 


al. 
This amendment offers 
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several advantages: 

1. It explicitly establishes 
by ordinance a develop- 
ment practice that is stan- 
dard throughout the City. 

2. It makes no change in 
the allowable density of de- 
velopment. 

3. It is feasible. Traffic 
was distributed with Use 
Permit 526. With Use Per- 
mit 522, traffic could have 
been distributed to Jackson 
Street within the 4 acre 
parcel by a street cut re- 
quiring a 32 foot high re- 
taining wall (Public Hear- 
ing, 7-2-79, DPW analysis of 

roposal offered by Mr. 

atta, Architect, Use Per- 
mit 526). This wall would be 
bh 3 feet higher than the 
29 foot high retaining walls 
which haba aah & the 
project as propose age 
1, EIR, Use Permit 522). 

4, It offers a way to solve 
the traffic problems on the 
Hill at no cost to the City. 

I now hope that the Coun- 
cil, having clearly seen the 
problem, will assume its 
Propet role of leadership.

ALBANY — California’s first general deer hunting 
season of the year will oepn Saturday along the central 
coast and in intercoastal areas (Zones Al and A2), and 
hunters can look for few surprises. 

The state Department of Fish and Game anticipates 
a harvest at least as good as last year, when the opening 
weekend kill totaled 1,883 bucks. The coast’s seasonal 
total of 8,902 bucks represented about 29 percent of the 
statewide harvest of 30,889 animals in 1978.

An estimated 70,000 hun- 
ters will scour the hot, dry 
foothill country and moun- 
tains after bucks that will 
be widely scattered be- 
cause of an abundance of 
feed and water. 

In the foothills and inter- 
coastal areas, herds con- 
tinue to suffer from the ef- 
fects of the 1976-77 drought, 
although recovery is begin- 
ning. Conditions are better 
in the mountains, where 
there is a general upward 
trend. Mendocino and Mon- 
terey county conditions are 
among the most promising. 

Access is largely un- 
changed from that for last 
year. Again, there will be 
many special closures on 
both private and public 
lands. 

Fire danger will be high 
throughout the open area, 
and hunters are cautioned 
to take special care with 
fire, to watch for special re- 
strictions and to be on the 
lookout for fire closures. 

New this year is a special, 
one-deer zone (zone A2) 
covering Lake and Napa 
counties where Columbian 
blacktail numbers are down 
because of declining habitat 
conditions. Habitat restora- 
tion projects are under way 
in this area, however. 

Holders of two zone Al 
tags may take the seasonal 
limit of two bucks, forked- 
horn or better. However, 
they may not hunt outside 
of the zone, 

ee this year, Califor- 
nia hunters are required to 
indicate in advance the 
areas in which they intend 
to seek deer. 

Sales of zone Al and A2 
tags had topped 50,000 by 
midweek and were ex- 
pected to reach last year’s 
84,000 by opening day, 
Something like 80 percent of 
coastal season tag buyers 
normally turn out for the 
opening weekend. 

The early season area ex- 
tends along the coast and 
adjacent inland areas from 
the northern boundary of 
Mendocino County south- 
ward to the counties of 
Santa Barbara and Ventura 
and the northwest corner of 
Los Angeles County. 

The early season will con- 
tinue through Sunday, Sep- 
tember 16. Shooting hours 
are one-half hour before 
sunrise to one-half hour 
after sunset. 

Zone information — in- 
cluding access, conditions 
and expected pressure and 
success — is included in the 
hunting regulations book- 
lets available wherever 
licenses are sold. Hunters 
may obtain more informa- 
tion by calling (707) 944-2443 
during normal working 
hours on weekdays. 

By area, the following is 
the DFG’s forecast on ac- 
cess, conditions and pros- 
pects: 

e Beginning with Men- 
docino County, unattached 
hunters will have access to 
Mendocino National Forest, 
Cow Mountain and Jackson 
State Forest where feed 
conditions are good and the 
water supply excellent. 

e In Lake and Napa coun- 
ties, Bureau of Land Man- 
agement land will be open 
to hunting in the Knoxville 
area, for which maps are 
available from the BLM of- 
fice at 555 Leslie St., Ukiah. 
There is some BLM land 
open in the northeast corner 
of Sonoma County. 

e San Francisco Bay 
Area counties are domi- 
nated by private lands with 
public lands closed to hunt- 
Ing. 

eIn San Benito County,
